less Destruction of Life and Property—Latest Sea 
Tragedy Only Causes United States Government to 
Quicken Preparations For Eventualities Which, With- 
out Exception, Have Followed Severance of Relations

London, Feb. 8.—An American negro fireman on the Turino, George Washington, 


was killed, according to a report received today by the embassy. 


One of the survivors is Calvin Bay,.'an American citizen of Fillmore, Utah. 
The Turino was a British steamer of ,2,702 tons and sailed January 19 from Nor- 


folk for Liverpool.

Washington was one of the three firemen who were killed. According to the infor- 


mation received by the embassy his wife is now in Liverpool. An effort is being made 
by the embassy to find her. 


PRESIDENT WANTS FACTS PROMPTLY

Washington, Feb. 8.—President Wilson was in the executive offices when the news 


of the submarine attack on the Turino vath the killing of an American negro was 
communicated to him. He immediately issued instructions that all the facts be 
gathered as promptly as possible. 


Immediately after receipt of the word of the sinking of the Turino, the president 


went to the state, war and navy building. 


After spending fifteen minutes with. Secretary Daniels, President Wilson went to 


the office of Secretary Baker.

Washington, Feb. 8.—On the basis of reports received on the destruc- 


tion of the California and other ships so far, it is stated authoritatively 
that none of the cases constitutes the overt act which will lead to war, 
-with Germany. 
Officials openly express the belief that the overt act is 


merely a question of time. 


President Wilson read the latest official reports on the sinking of the 


California before breakfast and decided nothing definite could be deter- 
mined until more details were received.

While regal-ding the destruction of the California as plain evidence that 


Germany has fully abandoned her pledges to the United States it was 
stated that the government will not be hurried into war until there is 
undisputed evidence of the violj**ioii of American rights by destruction 
of Americans or loss o* American lives in violation of international law.

HALF MILLION TONS 


STEEL READY FOR 


SHIPMENT ABROAD 


Cleveland, Feb. S.—The Iron Trade Re- 
view today says: 
At least 509,000 tons of steel now arc 
on railrond cars or piled along the right 
of way at principal Atlantic coast ports 
awaiting ships to carry it away to Eu- 
ropean destinations, according to csfi- 
mates in well-informed trade circles. Of 
this amount, over 300,000 tons alone is 
for the French government. That this 
hug-p accumulation is likely to be furth- 
er swollen durinpr the next several weeks 
because of the confusion in shipping- and 
the reduced rate of outgoing 
tonnage 
caused by the German submarine dec- 
laration, is the opinion entertained 
in 
these same quarters. 
The steelmakers 
v.-ho are shipping to the port of New 
York find railroad facilities at present 
better than a week or two ago and var- 
ious roules nro open to unlimited ship- 
ments. Thc policy of the entente govern- 
ments, apparently, is to get their con- 
signments from the mills to tidewater as 
fast as possible, even though it may be 
necessary to hold them for some time at 
seaboard awaiting ships. 


Export demand for steel products has 


not been «-ut down by the new internation- 
al complication. 
Large inquiries are in 
the market and some of these, notably 
for rails, have been inaugurated during 
the past ff-w days. 
Tin p'late inquiry is 
heavy. 
Wire rods arc wanted freely 
"but 
arc scarce. Sales are limited both by tin- 
inability of the- mills to tiike on addition- 
al business for thc deliveries il-sired and 
by the lack of vessel room.
